Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

1. Claim(s) 25-31, drawn to a digital camera, which includes a display, a detector for 
detecting environment light and a corrector for correcting image display is classified in class 
348, subclass 333.01. 

II Claim(s) 32-35, drawn to an electronic camera, which includes a first and second display 
device, a controller for changing a display state of at least one of said first and second displays is 
classified in class 348, subclass 333.1 1. 

III. Claim(s) 36-38 drawn to an electronic camera, which includes a flash is classified in class 
348, subclass 371. 

IV Claim (s) 39-42 drawn to an electronic camera, which includes a gain adjustment for the 
image display, is classified in class 348, subclass 255. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 
a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as an electronic 
camera having a preview display and a second display (EVF), which does not list the features 
listed in group I, invention III has separate utility such as an electronic camera having a flash and 
invention IV has separate utility such as an electronic camera having a gain adjustment. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d) 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

3. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
group that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, 
including any claims subsequently added. 

An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
